No. 181 Rules/ II.D4 dated the 29th October , 2018 
1. Rule 1 , Part A of Chapter 16 of the Rules and Orders of Punjab and Haryana High Court (Practice & 

Procedure ), Volume- IV , is amended as under: 
“ 1 . Quality of paper to be used for applications, petitions etc. :- All applications and petitions presented to 
Civil and Criminal Courts shall be written shall be typed on both side of superior quality legal size paper of 80 
GSM . The font shall be Thorndale or Times New Roman in Size “ 14 with double space . Margins on the top 
and bottom of the page shall be 1. 25 inches and 0 .75 inch , respectively . The left side and right side margins 
shall be 1 .25 inches. The numbering shall be at the top middle of each page and will run through both sides of 
the page . 

The use of petition paper is not necessary for powers of attorney filed by counsel, Fard Talbanas, and 
lists of documents. The courts should , however, insist on foolscap paper of good quality being used for such 
documents . 
Note :- In order to avoid immediate inconvenience to the stakeholders, the filing shall be accepted as per 

existing unamended rule for two months from the date of coming into force of this amendment or for 

such period thereafter as may be extended by Hon ble the Chief Justice.” 
2 . Rule 6 (f), Part A of Chapter 16 of the Rules and Orders of Punjab and Haryana High Court (Practice & 
Procedure ), Volume- IV , is amended as under: 

“ (f) Abstracts of the case, evidence and judgment:- The abstract of the case, depositions of witnesses 
and judgments shall be in English language duly typed on both side of superior quality legal size paper of 80 
GSM . The font shall be Thorndale or Times New Roman in size “ 14 with double space . Margins on the top 
and bottom of the page shall be 1. 25 inches and 0 .75 inch , respectively . The left side and right side margins 
shall be 1. 25 inches. The numbering shall be at the top middle of each page and will run through both sides of 
the page . 
Note :- In order to avoid immediate inconvenience , he abstract of the case , depositions of witnesses and 

judgments shall be typed as per existing unamended rule for two months from the date of coming into 

force of this amendment or for such period thereafter as may be extended by Hon ble the Chief Justice .” 
3 . 

Rule 18 ( A ) of Chapter - 17 of the Rules and Orders of Punjab and Haryana High Court (Practice & Procedure), 
Volume- IV , is amended as under : 
“ 18 ( A ). Standards to be followed regarding preparation of certified copies: 
(a ) All judgments/orders of more than one page shall be typed on computer with font Thorndale or Time 
New Roman in Size “ 14 . 
(b ) The judgments/orders shall be typed in double space . Margins on the top and bottom of the page shall 
be 1.25 inches and 0 .75 inch , respectively . The left side and right side margins shall be 1.25 inches. 
(c) The paper used shall be of superior quality legal size of 80 GSM and above. 
( d ) The judgments/ orders of more than one page shall be typed on both side of the paper. 

The numbering shall be at the top middle of each page and will run through both sides of the page . 

In case, the cerified copy is prepared on the photocopier or printout of digitally signed order, it shall 
comply with the above prescribed norms. 
Note:- In order to avoid immediate inconvenience, the judgments/orders shall be typed as per existing 

unamended rule for two months from the date of coming into force of this amendment or for such 
period thereafter as may be extended by Hon ble the Chief Justice.”
